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MINUTES 


Of the Ocmulgee Association, held with the Church at Eanon, Putnam County, 
Georgia, September 11th, 12th and 18th, 1908. 


The Introductory Sermon was preached by Eld. J. R. Chandler, Ist 
Timothy, lst and 15th: ‘This is a faithful saying.’’ 

After one hour’s intermission, the messengers met in the house. 
Preaching at the stand by Eld. W. J. Green, 

The Association was opened with prayer by Eld. Lee Hanks, from the 
Flint River Association. 

Received letters from ten churches and minuted their state. 

Elected Eld. D. L. Hrroncock Moderator, and D. G. McCowewn Clerk. 

Invited visiting and corresponding brethren to seats with us. 

Read the Decorum, and on motion, agreed to change the reading of 
some of the rules, and appointed Elds. D. L. Hitchcock, J. H. Gresham, 
D. G. McCowen, and Brethren J. W. Newton and J. A, Adams as a com- 
mittee to draw up some rules in lieu thereof and present to the Associa- 
tion for adoption or rejection. 

Called for petitionary letters, 

On motion, agreed to adopt the same order in reference to business 
before the Association as that of last year. 

Appointed the following committees:

Called for, read and adopted the Corresponding Letter. 

Called for Miscellaneous Business, when the committee appointed to 
change the reading of our présent Decorum presented a new Decorum to 
the body in lieu of the old one, which was read and adopted, and ordered 
to be placed upon these minutes. 

Resolved, That this Association feel to give thanks to God and to the 
brethren, sisters and friends for the kindness we have received at their 
hands during our meeting. 

The next session of our body is appointed to be held with the church 
at Mt. Pleasant, Jones county, Ga., six miles north of Macon, commenc- 
ing on Friday before the second Sunday in September, 1904. 

Agreed that the Clerk have 600 copies of these minutes printed and 
distributed among the churches, and that he receive for his services the 
balance of the money after paying for the above number. 

Called for contributions, and distributed corresponding minutes.

DECORUM. 


Rute 1. The churches composing this Association may be represented 
by messengers from their respective churches, bearing a statement certi- 
fying their appointmen, together with the number baptized, received by 
letter, restored, dismissed, excluded, died, etc., since the last Associa- 
tion. We desire that each church will name the number of messengers 
they desire to represent them in the Association. 

Rute 2. The members thus chosen will denominate the Ocmulgee 
Primitive Baptist Association. 

Rute 3. This Association will have a Moderotor and Clerk, who will 
be chosen by the members present, and continue in office until others 
are elected. 

Rute 4. We believe that each church is a sovereign, and fully clothed 
by the great Head of the church with authority to execute gospel discip- 
line. Therefore, we as an Association, declare that we will not receive 
from any church any disciplinary question to be discussed or adjusted. 

Rute 5. If new churches desire to be admitted in this Association 
they may do so by making application to the Association and being con- 
Stituted by an orthodox presbytery, and having the fellowship of orderly 
Sister churches of this union, and will be manifested by the Moderator 
extending to the messengers the right hand of fellowship. 

Rute 6. Every motion seconded should command the observation of 
the Association unless it be withdrawn by the one who made it. 

Rute 7. We desire to keep a chain of correspondence with all orderly 
Primitive Baptist Associations. 

Rute 8. This Association has the right to amend these rules when the 
wajority of the union shall deem it necessary. 

Rute. This Association may adjourn to any time or place she may 
think proper, and to have the minutes of the Association printed if 
necessary. 

2uLE 10. These rules have no jurisdiction over the churches what- 
ever, but are to govern the members while present for the purpose of 
preserving order in the house of God while in session.
